PLO chief Yasser Arafat sent 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat a 
plea for help as the Christian forces 
advanced on PLO-leftist positions to 
‘regain strategic ground seized by 
the Moslems in earlier offensives. 

Arafet conceded that the position 
of his forces in the. focal Tel el- 
Zaatar camp, east of Beirut, was 
“extremely grave.” He aiso indica- 
ted that the PLO-leftist forces were 
being pressed hard in other areas, 
especially north and ‘south of Bei- 
rut. 

“1 leave # for you to evaluate 


. the situation... Please act as you 


deem fit in view of its seriousness... 
I repeat my appeal to forestall an 
extremely serious situation,” Arafat 
cabled Sadat. Egyptian Foreign 
Minister Ismail Fahmy quoted the 
Arafat message to the Middle Hast 
News Agency. 

Arefat was quoted as claiming 
that the Syrians, who have an es- 
timated 12,000 troops controlling 
much of Lebanon's north and east, 
have joined with the Christians in 
8 drive on key areas of Tripoli in 


the north, and Sidon in the south 

The Cairo-based “Voice of Pales- 
tine” said the Syrian artillery had 
set ablaze the Zaharani oi] refinery, 
near Sidon, thus cutting off the 
prime source of fuel for the PLO- 
leftist forces, 

Military reports by the Christians 
and the PLO-leftist camp on the 
fighting continued to differ. Hach 
side claimed to be building up coun- 
ter-offensives. 

There was no doubt however that 
the fwo sides were locked in the 
most savage fighting in Lebanon's 
civil war, which has recently deve- 
loped into an open Lebanese-Pales- 


timian conflict, rather than a Christ- b 


jan-Moslem one. 
The Christians, who are cham- 


pioning the Lebanese cause, are now - 


engaged in an all-out decisive bat- 
tle. Christian villagers, who were 
urged yesterday to “stand up to 
defend your homeland,” were assur- 
ed of combat support by over 15,000 
fighters, including former members 
of Lebanon’s fragmented army and 
militiamen belonging to Pierre Je- 
mayyel’s Phaiange party, President 
Suleiman Franjieh's Liberation Army 
and former President Camille Cha- 
moun's National Liberal] party. 
Brig. Misbah Budeiri, the com- 

™mander of the Syrian-controlled 
Palestine Liberation Army (PLA) 
sald yesterday in Damascus that 
there was now 2 de facto parti- 
tion “awaiting proclamation” of 
separate Christian and PLO-lef- 
tist-inspired Moslem states. Bu- 
deiri said that “there is no in- 
ternal Lebanese force that can 
undo the partition and re-establish 
unity,” there.

Kenya accuses Amin

KAMPALA. — Uganda placed its 
armed forces on alert yesterday 
and — official ‘bulletins saying 


enemy aircraft were ap- 


But in a fiercely-worded retort, 
Kenya categorically denied that any 
military aircraft were heading to- 
wards Uganda from its territory — 
and pointed out none was reported 
to have arrived, despite being said 
to be on Ugandan radar screens all 
day. 

“This is the latest attack from

torture and masa murders of in- 
mocent people,” sald a Kenyan Goy- 
ernment statement.

A Uganda spokesman said the 
planes, believed to he Israeli or 
American, were detected by radar.

Exports exceed target 
for sixth month 


Jerusalem Post Stair 


For the sixth successive month 
Israel's exports ex~ 
ceeded the official target in June 
with a growth of 20 per cent, 
Finance Minister Yehoshua Rabi- 
nowitz told newsmen in Jerusa- 
lem yesterday. (The target for 
the whole of 1976, as laid down 
in the National Budget, is 15 


cent. 
pep cent.) rose by 184 per cent, 


during the half-year January-June. 
The increase is greater still in 
terms of volume 85 export prices 
have fallen, the Minister said. 

Imports, expected to increase 
slightly (by three per cent) have 
actually declined. So the deficit in 
visible trade narrowed (in January- 
May) by 27 per cent, or $262m. 
(The term “visible trade" refers to 
civilian commerce, and does not in- 
elude defence imports, Mr. Rabino- 
witz stressed.) 

Observations by Rabinowitz dur- 
img the press conference suggest 
that he is aware of the need for 
farther belt-tightening. The VAT. 
he said, will reduce demand on the 
domestic market, and so will a 
second round of cuts in the subsi- 


d:es to be carried out as planned. 

The first round sliced the subsi- 
dies {on basic foods and bus fares) 
from IL3,660m. to I12,500m., at 
the beginning of the present finan- 
cial year. Another billion pounds 
will now be cut off; although the 
Minister did not say exactly when. 

Tax revenue in April-June rose 
by 40 per cent, exceeding the fore- 
east of 37.8 per cent. The amount 
of money im circulation increased by 
only 5.5 per cent in January-June, 
as against 12.5 per cent in the same 
period of 1975. 

Discussing the work sanctions ap- 
plied by tax officials in support of 
wage demands, Mr. Rabinowitz im- 
plied that the government's back-to— 
work orders wi]! remain in force 
until the officials agree to work 
normally. “The pay increases they 
claim will not be granted under any 
circumstances.” 

It was also learnt yesterday that 
Israel's foreign. currency reserves 
increased by $ilm. in June, reach- 
ing $1.03im. The increase in re- 
serves despite the increased pur- 
chases of goods last month, to avoid 
vaT, 1s regarded as a sign of the 
positive trend in Israel's trade.

A UN spokesman said information 
had been received that the Ugandan 
Foreign Minister, Lieut.-Col. Juma 
Oris, could not reach New York in 
time. 

The U.S. will strongly support Is- 
Tael during the debate. 

American officials and foreign 
diplomats there and in New York 
mrade it clear yesterday that the 
U.S. considers Israel’s dramatic 
raki on Entebbe Airport over the 
weekend 'to have been justified and 
proper, according to the basic 
Principles of international law. 

Secretary of State Henry Kis- 
Singer told a gathermg in Chicago 
on Tuesday evening that the Israeli 
Operation was “unprecedented” in 
the sense that it resulted from a 
new International situation involv- 
ing global terrorism, which the in- 
ternational comm had so far 
found itself impotent in combating. 

Officially, the State Department 
would only say yesterday that the 
U.S. was currently drafting its 
position on the raid, and it would 
be presented during the course of 


the Security Council session. 

But privately, American officials 
salq that President Ford's warm 
congratulatory message to Prime 
Minister Rabin on Sundsy can be 
Been as an ‘indication of U.S. sup- 
port for Israel. That support would 
be made clear during the debate, 
they said. 

US. Ambassador William Scran- 
ton, who returned to New York on 
Tuesday evening from a visit to 
Africa, telephoned Israel's UN Am- 
feassador, Chaim Herzog, upon his 
arrival to express his own personal 
pleasure at the successful raid. 
Scranton will lead the U.S. delega- 
tion at the Council session. 

Usraeli officials in New York 
said that Herzog ‘has been instruct- 
ed by the Foreign Ministry in Jeru- 
salem to stress the terrorist role 
in the hijacking, its connection with 
the Palestinian terrorist movement, 
including the PFLP and PLO, and 
the unwillingness of the internation- 
al community to combat this phe- 
nomenon. 

Israeli officials, while noting that 
the envoy would also candemn 
Ugandan President Idi Amin's role 
in the affair, said he would not 
make him the major element of 
his address. “Amin is not so much 
the enemy,” one official said, “as 
are the Palestinian terrorists and 
their accomplices.” 

The Israeli officials said that 
Herzog would bring forward evi- 
dence that Amin had become in- 
volved with the terrorists and that 
Uganda was not “blameless.”

Captain: gang joined 
hijackers at Entebbe

PARIS. — Captain Miche] Bacos, 
pilot of the hijacked Air France 
plane, told reporters yesterday 
that nine terrorists were in- 
volved: four boarded the aircraft 
at Athens and five joined them 

at_Hntebbe. 

Bacos — who was honoured with 
his entire crew by President 
Giscard d'Estaing yesterday — said 
he did not know the mame of the 
ringleader, a fair-halred German 
whom French police have identified 
as Wilfried Boese, a 28-year-old 
terrorist implicated in an abortive 
rocket attack on an El ΑἹ airliner 
at Orly Alrport last year. 

Bacos said seven of the terrorists 
at Entebbe carried grenades and 
submachine guns, but he declined 
to speculate on whether Amin was 


an accomplice in the hijack plot. 
“We were under detention and 
could not hear what was being said 
between President Amin and the 
hijackers. It is very difficult for 
me to pass judgment.” 

In a communique read on arrival 
here on Sunday night after their 
Tescue by Israeli forces, the cay 
tain and his crew pald tribute to 
President Amin for looking after 
the hostages. ἣ 

“We drew up the communique 
in the plane on the way back to 
Paris from Tel Aviv,” Captain Ba- 
cos said yesterday.

Oldest Hebrew

A facsimile edition of the Aleppo 
Codex — the oldest complete ma- 
nuscript of the Hebrew Bihle — 
waa unveiled to the press in Jeru- 
salem yesterday. Published this 
week, it is the fruit of 20 years of 
reacarch by the staff of the Hebrew 
University EXble Project under 
Professor Moshe Goghen-Gottatein. 

The Aleppo Codex, dating back 
to about 900 CE, is both the oldest 
and most important manuscript of 
the complete Hebrew Bible, It was 
written, out in Tiberias by the great 
maater of the textual tradition, Aha- 
ron ben Asher, and is regarded a9 
seiting the definitive tradition for 
writing the Hebrew Bible.

Supreme Court Justices Haim Cohn, 
Itzhak Kehan and Hiiahu Many 
agreed that Baranes’s arrest and 
subsequent interrogation was highly 
irregular, but did not believe that 
this affected the acceptability of 
his statement. 

Summing up for the Supreme 
Court, Justice Kahan noted that 
the language of the statement ‘in- 
dicated great distress and deep 


sorrow, which contradicted Baran. 
es’s claim that it was fabricated by 
the police.” 

He went on, however, to con- 


demn the conduct of the police, par- 
eularly that of Sgan-Nitzay Shaul 
Marcus, which he described as “cri- 
minal.” The court δι ted that 
Baranes might possibly file a civil 
suit against the police.

‘Zionist Panthers’

TEL AVIV. — The “Zionist Pan.

Be especially objected to a passage 
that reads: “Conditions were lack- 
ing for free Jewish development in 
the Islamic countries. Due to politi- 
cal oppression, these Jews lacked 
the opportunities for economic ac- 
tivity, and they therefore did not 
play an active role in Jewish ‘his- 
tory.” 

This, Tayar argued, ignored the 
existence of Jewish sports organi- 
zations, and of Haganah and Irgun 
activity, in North Africa, and was 
a grave insult to North African 
Jewish feelings.

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Chu Teh’s death leaves Mao 
almost alone at the top 


PEKING. — Flags flew δὲ half- 
mast yesterday as China mourned 
the death of Chu Teh, the nation’s 


greatest military hero and its near- . 


est equivalent to 8 head of state. 
Small crowds gathered around 
newstands to ‘read the official obit- 
wary notice the death 
yesterday of the 90-year-old Mar- 
shal, generally hailed as father of 
China’s Red Army. Chu was not 
considered in the running to reé- 
place the 82-year-old Communist 
Party Chairman Mao Tse-tung; but 
his death is likely to intensify the 
battle for succession. . 
Chu was chairman of the Nation- 
al People’s Congress China's 
rubber-stamp parliament — and “ἃ 
member of the powerful Politburo 
Standing Committee. But history 
will remember him as the soldier 
who 41 years ago commanded the 
Red Army on the epic Long March, 
a fantastic 12-month trek that took 


it 9,600 km. from southeast China 
to the northern mountain retreat 
of Yenan. 

Only last month Chu was well 
enough to take on extra duties, 
and began receiving visiting states 
men in place of the frail Mao. 

But be met only two heads of 
government — the last was Aus- 
tralian Prime Minister Malcolm 
Fraser — before falling ill. 

The obituary notice did not apec- 
ify the cause of death, simply re- 
cording that he died at 15:01 (9:01 
am. Israel time) on Tuesday after 
falling to respond to medical treat- 
ment. 

Although Chu was considered one 
of Mao's closest comrades, he lined 
up with the Politburo’s so-called 
moderate faction on most issues, ac- 
cording te veteran China analyists. 

His death further depletes the 
thinning ranks of the old guard 
that won China for Communism. 


Spain’s opposition reject. 
offers to join Cabinet 


MADRID. — Spanish opposition poli- 
titians yesterday decided te turn 
down invitations by Prime Minister 
Adolfo Suarez to join his new gov- 
ernment, opposition sources said. 

Suarez, who succeeded Carlos 
Arias Navarro as Prime Minister 
over the weekend, was continuing 
consultations with members of the 
outgoing Cabiner and other poli- 
ticians, 

Suarez had offered Cabinet jobs 
to members of moderate opposition 
groups ranging from Socialists to 
Christian Democrats. - 

Christian Democrat Fernando Al- 
varez de Miranda, who the national 
news sgency Cifra and the news- 
paper “El Pais" said will be the 
new education minister, told report- 
ers he will not join the Cabinet. 

Another opposition politician in- 
vited to enter the government, Ca- 
talonian Socialist Jose Pallach, also 
said he will not join it. 

Two leading reformers in the old 
government, Foreign Minister Jose 


Maria de Areilza and Interior Min- 
ister Manuel Fraga, refused to serve 
again. They stuck by their deci- 
sions despite pressure from the pa- 
luce and appeals by Suarez. Sources 
reported that their opposition on 
ideological grounds to the rightist- 
trained new premier also influenced 
@ half-dozen other liberals to turn 
down cabinet offera. 

ition sources maintained that 
the 43-year-old Suarez had been 
chosen prime, minister ‘by undemoc- 
ratic methods inherited from the 
late Gen. Franco. However, Suadez’ 
promise to speed up reforms drew 
cautious optimism from the opposi- 
tion as they waited to see what 
government would emerge. 

In his first speech to the nation 
on Tuesday night, Suarez said he 
belonged, like the king, to Spain's 
post-civil war generation which 
wanted to forget past strife. He ad- 
mitted his government would be a 
transitory one to prepare for general 
elections, set by Arias Navarro for 
next year.

Older than his youthful associ- 
ates, Chu struggled to master 
French and German and to absorb 
the Marxism to which he had been 
exposed. What made him valuable 
to the young Chinese Communist 
movement was his Imowledge of 
military tactics and his willingness 
to share ft with his revolutionary 
friends, 

4 cofounder of the Chinese Red 
Army, Chu supplied the military 
imow-how and Mao Tse-tung, Jater 
to become ‘Chinese Communist 
chairman, the political acumen 
which helped the fledgling Commu- 
nist movement to survive. 

‘What stood out in Chou Teh was 
his human warmth, his Old World 
manners and his persistent good 
humour. To the younger Commu- 
mists the seemed old and out of 
date. But to a generation of Chi- 
mese he was the very image of 
moderate, and mellow Communism, 
rivallmg Mao Tse-tung in the lexi- 
con of Communist heroes. 

In old age, however, he must 
have suffered disillusionment. At a 
critical moment in 1965, he cast 
the deciding vote that kept Mao 
at the helm of the party just as 
the old chairman had begun a suc- 
cessful effort to destroy his ene- 
mies. 

Mao rewarded him by raising 
him to the standing committee of 
the Politburo, but Chu was little 
more than a figurehead.

3.8 Sit on a rug facing each other, 
legs straight. The legs of one parmer 
should be outside and parallel to the 


legs of the other. Partner 1 grasps 
the ankles of partner 2, and partner 2 
Hes down and sits up. Partner 2 
grasps the ankles of partner 1 and 
repeats partner 1's actions. Do eight 
sit-ups each. Strengthens the 
stomach muscles. 

2b, Begin in the same position as in 
2.2 Instead of alternatively grasping 
the other's ankles, grasp hands. 
When one partner bends backward 
the other bends forward, trying to 
keep her knees straight as much as 
posgible. At least elght sit-ups per 
person. This variation benefits the 
stomach, the waist and the back of

The U.S. and the return to Zion 


_ FOR ISRAELIS and Jews 


everywhere, the American bicenten- 
nial is an appropriate occasion to 
recall some of the tangents of 
American Christendom with Eretz 
Israe), long before the decisive role 
of the United States In the adoption 
of the United Nationa Resolution of 
Nov:mber 29, 1947, authorizing a 
Jewish Commonweanhh in Palestine. 

John Adams, the second President 


| of the Daited States, wrote in 1818 to 


Major Mordccal Noah in connection 
with the latter's proposal to restore 
Israel to ite anceatral’home, "1 real- 
ly wish the Jews again In Judea, an 
Independent Nation, for, as I believe, 
the most enlightened men of it have 
participated in the ameloration of 
the philosophy of the age; once 
restored to an independent govern- 
ment, and no longer persccuted., they 
would soon wear away some of the 
usperitics and peculiarities of their 
character." 

‘The Mormon Church in the United 
States. from its beginnings in 1830, 
included among its articles of faith, 
the belief in the literal restoration of 
Isract (o the Holy Land, though ita 
motivation was Christian, regarding 
it aa a necessary prelude to the Se- 
vond Coming. its founder, Joseph 
Smith. who regarded this cvent gs 
imminent, exhorted his disciple, Or- 
son Hyde, to go to Jerusalem in 
order τὸ facilitate that fulfllment. In 
1840, a Conference of the Mormon 
Church authorized Hyde to proceed, 
and on his way to the Holy Land to 
consult Christian and Jewish leaders 
abroad, resolving at the same time 
to lay this matter before the 
American peaple. Among the letters 
of recommendation he took with him 
was one from the U.S. Secretary of 
State and onc from the Governor of 
Ditnois. 

In a conversation with a mis- 
sionary in Jerusalem, Hyde said. “Ἢ 
was by a political power and in- 
fluence that the Jewish nation was 
broken down, and her subjects dis- 
pereea abroad; and 1 will here 
hacard the opinion that by political

power and influence, they will be 
gathered and built up." He con- 
sidered England to be destined for 
the leading role in the realization of 
this aim. And incidentally, he con- 
demned the negative attitude of the 
wealthy Jews of his time. 

Erecting en altar of stones in 
Jerusalem In the manner of the 
Patriarchs, he prayed for the return 
of the Jewish dispersion to the land 
of their fathers. the restoration of the 
kingdom of Israel, and the establish- 
ment of Jerusalem as its capital. 
“Constitute her people as a distinct 
nation and government,” he prayed. 
That his mission did not succeed, 
does not detract from ita 
significance in the annals of 
American Zionist history. 

In 2850, Mr. Warder Cresson of 
Philadelphia, who had been United 
States Consul at Jerusalem, and 
later became converted to Judaism, 
an economist with a great practice! 
knowledge of agriculture, establish- 
ed a Jewish agricultura} colony In 
the valley of Raphaim near 
Jerusalem. He devoted his private 
fortune to it, planned to establish 
other such colonization projects and 
tried to enlist the support of leading 
Jews of his ime, both in the United 
States and abroad. 


WHEN THE Russo-Turkish War of 
1877 came to 2 close and Disracii was 
the important figure at the Congress 
of Berlin, there were American 
echoes of rumours In Europe that 
Lord Beaconsfield was preparing 8 
British protectorate over the Holy 
Land with ἃ view to settling Jews 
there. There were discussions pro 
and con, especially In Jewish circles. 
The London correapondent of a Cin- 
elnnati paper ventured the predic- 
tion that Turkey would be par- 
titioned and in part of it a Jewish 
kingdom would be established under 
Queen Victoria. (One cannot help 
wondering whether a Jewish State In 
Palestine woold not have redounded 
more permanently to the glory of 
this son of Israel than the Sucz 
Canal.)

If they could have autonomy 
in government, the Jews of the world 
would rally to transport and es- 
tablish their suffering brethren in 
their time-honoured habitation.

WHEN AMAZIA LEFKOWITCH 
came to Beersheba two years ago, 
Beersheba Hapoe) footballers used 
to cycle to the ground. Today they 
drive up in cara. Wher he arrived. he 
found a ground that seated 1,500 per- 
gong. Today the Beersheba stadium 
seats 16,000. Its grass pitch is every 
bit as good as Ramat Gan's and goon 
will have the most up-to-date 
floodlights. 

No one is more responsible for the 
change than Amazia Lefkow/ltch, the 
tall, grinning coach who hag in 
successive seasons led Beersheba 
Hapoel to the National League 


-championship. Before that, 


Beersheba Hapoel were very mucha 
middle of the league team. "In the 
North, they used to call Beersheba 
Hapoel ‘the Negev. animals’; these 
days we're treated with respect by 
every club and football fan in the 
country.. We play clean, open, at- 
tacking football,” Lefkowitch told 
The Jerusalem Post recently. 

But if the rest of the country now 
treats Beersheba Hapoel with 
deference, these same players are 
nothing short of beroes in the Negev 
capital itself. 

Beersheba is football crazy. 
Perhaps. because there is little else 
in the way of local entertainment, so 
much emotion and involvement with 
the fortunes of the football club per- 
vades the city. Per capita there are 
more boys playing footbal! than 
anywhere else in Israel. For several 
years, the Beersheba youth team haa 
been national youth charapions. 


“That tg the base of the pyramid 
and the real secret of Beersheba 
Hapoel’s success," says Lefkowitch. 
Every one of Beersheba Hapoel'a 
players, except goalkeeper Ronnie 


Moskowitz, was either born in the- 


town or settled here. The players 
grew up in the club and to assure 
continuity, Beersheba Hapoel 
employs scouts to watch boys kick- 
ing bails around on empty lots and 
report on the most talented 
youngsters. 

Successes on the field have had im- 
mense repercussions in the club and 
throughout the city, which has 4 pop- 
ulation of 120,000, mostly im- 
migrants. Beersheba Hapoel last 
season averaged crowds of 10,000 to 
its home games. The club is doing 
very well financially, paying Its own 
way. The club does not pay its 
players pnder the table: instead it 
treats them well. Incentive and 
bonus payments are not few and far 
between. The amenities at the club

said. 
THE COACH had another serious 
problem to overcome. The 
Beersheba players loved to take the 
field and play their natural attacking 
style of game, while Lefkowitch 
studied the opposition his team 
would have to face every week, aim- 
ing to adapt his team tactics accord- 
ing to strengths and weaknesses of 
their opponents. ‘‘Only when the 
Players realized that they 
sometimes had to sacrifice their 
natural inclinations and play to a 
plan, did the points tally up.” 
Beersheba Hapoel could do with a 
sharpshooter in attack, but they are 
fortunate to have two fine defenders 
in Uri Benyamin and Ya’acov 
Cohen, who are not afraid to overlap 
on the wings and assist their attack. 
What may make a difference next 


season will be the retirement of ex- 
perlenced players Avraham Numa 
and Eliahu Ofer. Bringing in new 
players often jolts ἃ team. 

Lefkowttch is confident of 
Beersheba Hapoel's future, for 
besides the natural footballing talent 
in the city, the club is run wisely by 
local] public personalities, who did 
not intervene in Lefkowitch's handl- 
ing of the team on the professional 
level. After all, very few persons, if 
any. know more about the game than 
Lefkowitch. 

Next season Lefkowitch will leave 
Beersheba Hapoe! to return as coach 
of Jerusalem Hapoel, the team he 
coached before taking over the 
Negev city. Eli Huchs, a former 
Israeli internation“) player of the 
1950's, will be the new Beersheha 
Hapoe) coach. 

Lefkowitch will be remembered as 
one of the finest centre halves that 
ever played for Israel. As a gangi- 
ing, good-humoured 18-year-old, he 
made his international debut against 
Russia in Moscow in a World Cup 
match in 1936. He went on to play 45 
times for Israc] in the next ten years. 
He was the national team's 
automatic choice as its pivot in 
defence. 

“My first experience in inter- 
national football was also my most 
emotional. That was when Hathkva 
was played before a 90,000 crowd in 
Moscow,"” Amazia recalied this 
week. His greatest game? In Israel's 
4:0 victory over England Under-23s 
at Ramat Gan in 1962. The best 
forward he ever faced was John 
Charles of Wales. (When Lefkowitch 
hung up his boots in 1968, he studied 
coaching at the Wingate Institute in 
Netanya and in Germany and 
England.) 

Amazia has seen every National 
League team in the country at least 
twice In the past season. Asked 
whether he spotted any new outstand- 
ing talents. he named four players 
who he reckons will be the future 
backbone of the national team: 
Emanuel "Mano" Schwarz, the 
Haifa Maccabi goalkecper who 
Lefkowitch says,“could surpass 
Chodoroff"’; Uri Mal!millian, the 
Jerusalem Betar midfield player 
who has ἃ touch of class: Avi Cohen, 
the young Tel Aviv Maccabi stopper 
who plays a confident sweeper role; 
and Oded Machness of Netanya Mac- 
cabi, top scorer in the National 
League and a striker with a fine 
positional sense and football in- 
telligence. 


FORMER Polish Prime Minister 
Cyrankiewicz once jokingly remark- 
ed that there were in Poland three 
all-powerful political forces: the 
Communist Party, the Catholic 
Church, and Anton! Slonimski. His 
observation was quite accurate. 
While the first two represented the 
political and religious es- 
tablishments, Slonimski stood for 
the conscience of Polish intellec- 
tuals. His death at 81 was announced 
by the Polish Writers Union. 

Slonimski was a lyrical poet who 
captured the hearts of the Polish 
people. He considered himself a true 
Pole, but with age and experience, 
he became highly emotional about 
all things Jewish and proud of his 
descent from a venerated Pojlish- 
Jewish family. 

His grandfather. Haim Selig 
Slonimsk! 11810-1904), was awarded 
8 prize by the Russian Academy of 
Science in 1844 for his invention of a

calculating machine. In 1862 he 
founded ‘‘Hatzefira."' a Hebrew 


newspaper that specialized in pop- . 


ular science articles. His son 
Stanislaw-Antoni's father — was a 
convert and raised him as a Chris- 
tian. 

Anton! began his literary career 
during World War I and became the 
leading literary and theatrical critic 
in liberated Poland. He poked fun at 
bourgeois ignorance, stupidity, and 
racial theories. He also translated 
works by Rimbaud, Mark Twain and 
Itzik Manger. 

During World War Il, Slonimski 
went to London, where he became 
editor of ‘New Poland," a liberal 
leftist magazine. . 


Slonimski eventually returned to 
Poland. So long as Polish Stalinists 
were in power, he remained silent. 
In 1956, after the new Prime 
Minister, Gomulka, managed to 
curb their influence, he became 
chairman of the Polish Writers 
Union. 

Still a non-conformist, he demand. 
ed total freedom of expression and 
refused to join in the persecution of 
Boris Pasternak initiated by 
Moscow. In the period preceding 
the Six Day War. he condemned 
those Poles who called for Israel's 
@estruction. Told by Gomulka in 
March 1968 that Poles of Jewish 
origin should make up their minds as 


to which country fo serve, Slonimski ὦ 


asked whether from now on Egypt 
should be regarded as his new 
“fatherland.” 

Removed from his post after the 
Six Day War, and banned from 
literary activity, Slonimski made 
a triumphal return to Polish literary 
life when the thaw of the early 1970s 
enabled him to publish his anthology 
“One Side of the Meda!” in 1973 and 
his memoirs in 1975. His few public 
appearances drew thousands of 
cheering spectators. 

Slonimski married a Polish 
graphic artist, Janina Konarska, 
who illustrated some of his books, 
and he lived among Polish intellec- 
tuals most of his life. But his outlook 
and ideas were essentially Jewish in 
thelr spirit and character. He wrote 
a beautiful poem about Janusz Korc- 
zak, another one, “‘Ahaswer," on the 
wandering Jew and an elegy on 
small Jewish towns.

But for such an industry, 
they couldn't find the work for which 
they are trained. Such people are 
not attracted to Israel by the stand- 
ard of living ‘here. What brings them 
here is a motivation that has 
nothing to do with earnings, and 
what keeps them is, among other 
things, the challenges of their work. 
“We had a group of computer 
from Britain, They left us 
recently to form an industrial mo- 
shay, Wlazar, in the Gush Etzion 
region. The applications of compu- 
ter work are multiplying. It is used 
in optics, aviation, for military pur- 
poses and medicine, The opportuni- 
ties are: vast."”

The Supreme Court dismissed an 
appeal against a judgment of the 
Tel Aviv District Court delivered 
on November 11, 1975 (in LTA. 
301/74). 

The appellant and his wife were 
both directors of a company which 
holda the sole rights to import and 
sell goods manufactured by Sony 
of Japan. While they were both di- 
rectors of the same company, the 
wife was not entitled to have her 
income tax assessed separately from 
that of her husband by virtue of 
section 66 of the Income Tax Ordi- 
nance (New Version), which pro- 
vides that: “...where it is 

to the satisfaction of the Assessing 
Officer that 2 wife, in the tax year, 
obtained income by her personal 
exertions in any business, vocation 
or employment, she or her husband 
may demand that the calculation of 
the tax in respect of her income 
from her personal exertions as afore- 
sajd shail be made separately... (Ὁ) 


“The provisions of subsection (a) 


shell, .apply only if the income of 
one ‘came from a source of 
Income independent of the source 
of income of the other spouse...” 

But in 1971 the couple decided 
to split their business into two 
‘companies, the first, managed 
the husband, which wouki deal oaly 
with wholesale trade, and the s5e- 
cond, managed solely by the wife, 
to deal with the retail trade. The 
wife was pald by the second com- 
pany and the appellant thereupon 
applied to the income tax Assessing 
Officer to assess his wife's income 
tax seperately, 

The Assessing Officer rejected the 
application on the that the 
splitting of the business into two 
companies was sa artificial trans- 
action, or a transaction “one of the 
principal objects of which is im- 
proper avoidance or improper re- 
duction of tax" and that he was 
entitled, therefore, to disregard it 
by virtue of section 86 of the In- 
come Tax Ordinance (as amended 
in 1968.) 

The District Court upheld this 
decision of the Assessing Officer, 
whereupon the appellant appealed 
to the Supreme Court. 

Pr. Raphael appeared for the 
appellant and Mr. H. Berinson, 
Senior Assistant State Attorney, for 
the respondent. 

JUDGMENT 

Justice Witkon, who delivered the 
first opinion of the Supreme Court, 
Justice Many concurring, noted that 
the eppellant’s counsel had con- 
centrated his forensic powers on 
the legal aspect of the issue: that 
15, on the interpretation of “arti- 
ficial] transaction,” within the mean- 
ing of section 86.

First, he had transferred all the 
valuable retail business to the new 
company managed by his wife with- 
out any remuneration — which was 
hardly acceptable good business 
Practice in the eyes of the com- 
mercial world. Secondly, the new 
company’s business was conducted

Last month, Uzia Galil was savard- 
ed the Manufacturers Association's 
Industry Prize for 1976 for his spec- 
tacukr achievement. 

@lbit, founded 10 years ago, em- 
ploys 1,150 people, among them 250 
engineers, systems analysts, prog- 
rammers and technical managers. 
Three ago its exports were 
$800,000.—in 1974 $6.5m. For last 
year’s performance, $9m., Elbit was 
awarded the title of “Distinguished 
Exporter.” 

Yet this is still less than a drop 
in the world bucket. Computers 
have not only revolutionized the in- 
dustrial world, they themselves have 
been, and still are, a spectacular 

industry. The computer “po- 
ulation" of all countries, in 1970, 
about twenty years after they came 
off the production lines, was worth 
$6,300m. 

Today the figure stands at 
$10,300m., and the forecast for 1980 
is $17,000m. : 

If these figures loom large, it 
Should be pointed out that in rea- 
lity they are still larger, because 
the price of computers per unit of 
performance is steadily shrinking. 


that of its technological application 
to mass production ts following suit 
just as fast. 

The largest concentration of com- 
puters is in the U.S., followed by 
the other industrial countries. ‘‘The 
U-S. has a five to 10 year lead in 
research and development. It will 
be hard for anybody to catch up 
with them” says Galil, “Our chan- 
ces? Specialization, concentrating on 
a segment of this vast market the 
miniecomputer in precise applica- 
tions, In the European market our 
biggest competitors are American 
products. But smallness has advan- 
tages tod. We can adapt ourselves 
to change more quickly. We have 
less resistance to tt. In a big firm 
there is always a gap between the 
recognition of a need for change 
and the imertia of the establish- 
ment.” 

In 1975/76 Elbit sold ILd40m. 
worth of goods and invested about 
10 per cent of it on research and 
development, probably a record fi- 
gure for any local industry. Galil 
pays tribute to the Ministry of 
Commerce and Industry for its po- 
licy of subsidizing industrial R and 
D by a 40 to 50 per cent contri- 
bution. 

The Hlron Group, says Galil, has 
its specific labour problems, ‘“There 
is now a shortage of experienced 
systems analysts. Forecasts of man- 
power needs in industry are never 
very reliable. Once there was a 
shortage of electronic circuit design 
engineers here, but today this has 
changed. In the U.S. or in the Com- 
mon Market area there 15 more mo- 
bility, Redundant skills in Holland 
or Belgium for instance can always 
‘go to some other Common Market 
country. 

“Our geographic diversification 
programme will help us deal with 
this problem We'll then be able 
to shift people to where we need 
them. We operate in a highly com- 
petitive industry. It's a continuous 
fight. But if you’re not a fighter, 
you had better not be an indus-

in the highest income group who 
did not keep books were assessed 
an average of twice as much income 
tax as they declared, while those 
who kept books in the same income ~ 
group were only assessed an average 
of 15 per cent over their declared - 
income. 

This was one of the findings of 2 
recent survey on the self-employed 
from 1971 to 1973, by Dov Mishor, a 
senior economist in the Internal 
Revenue Administration. 

Other results of the survey are: 

@ There is a significant difference 
in tax compliance between all 
those who kept books and those who 
eid not, especially those who were 
asked to keep books but did not. ᾿ 
The difference between the average 
declared income and average 85- 
sessed income in 1971 was — 16 per 
cent among those who kept books 
and 63 per cent among those who 
were asked to do so but did not. 
ὦ There is a positive relationship 
between income level and the dif- 
ference between assessed and de- 
elared Income. The difference among 
those in the lowest decile (average 
income — IL7.700) of the population 
surveyed was 18 per cent in both 
years, but among those in the high- 
est decile taverage income in 
1L90,000) we found ἃ difference of 
48 per cent in 1971 and 40 per cent 
in 1973.

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Uganda and the law 


THE DELIBERATIVE organs of the United Nations have 
long ceased to provide any but distorting reflections of the 
goings-on in the real world beyond the glass house on New 
York's Hast River. However, the debate opening in the Secur- 
ity Council today on Israel’s rescue operation in Uganda pro- 
mises to scale unprecedented heights of hypocrisy. Many 
member-states will speek and vote in direct and palpable 
contrast to what they know and believe to be right. ᾿ 

The OAU's complaint to the Coumeil charging hg 
“aggression” against Uganda, is as legally specious as it 1: 
politically disingenuous. Leading African diplomats freely admit 
this in private conversations, and some have gone out of their 
way, plainly on instructions from their governments, to make 
known to Israel their approval of and admiration for the 
rescue action at Entebbe. aa ᾿ 

Nevertheless — such is the measure of duplicity which the 
UN has now reached — they will doubtless all, to a man, bay 
for Israel’s condemnation and execration, taking their cue 
from the Arabs and engaging the full thrust of the Soviet 
bloc’s virulent oratory in their support. And they will be 
banking on the West's reluctance to cross swords with what 
is liable to appear as a united Third World phalanx. 

It is of course superfluous (and, in the UN context, also 
pointless) to say that Israel has morality on its side. Even 
those who are now seeking to concoct legal arguments to 
decry Israel's action do not presume to defend the hijack 
which was the cause of that action. 

But the fact is that Israel's case is firmly grounded in law 
as well, and the OAU’s allegation that Uganda's sovereignty 
was violated is wholly untenable. 

It is a most basic principle of international law — a prin- 
ciple which Uganda flouted — that every state must protect 
foreign nationals who are on its territory. Uganda, moreover, 
is a signatory to the 1970 Hagne Convention on hijacking. If 
it had abided by its obligations under this convention, it 
would have seen to the immediate release of the French 
aircraft, its passengers and crew, and have arrested or 
deported the hijackers at once. 

Instead, Uganda flagrantly collaborated with the terrorists. 
International law, with all its demonstrable imperfections, is 
not so assinine as to uphold the claim of sovereignty by a 
state that has used its sovereign right to put innocent foreign- 
ers in mortal danger. ay 

Israel's legal case is clear. All the leading authorities 
support the right of a state to act in defence of its nationals 
where no alternative is available. “If the UN is not in a 
position to move in time,” says Brierly, ‘and the need for 
instant action is manifest, it would be difficult to deny the 
legitimacy of an action in defence of nationals which every 
responsible government would fee] bound to take if it had the 
means to do so. This of course is on the basis that the action 
was strictly limited to securing the safe removal of the 
threatened nationals’ — which Israel's action patently was. 

Other experts write in the same vein. O‘Connel in “Inter- 
national Law" upholds a state’s right to intervene on behalf 
of its citizens when they are in extremis if “the machinery 
envisaged in the UN Charter is ineffective’ — which it 
clearly was last week.

Justice still delayed 


IN REPORTING on the work of his ὁ to the 
Knesset on Tuesday, Justice Minister Haim Zadok sounded a 
note of general satisfaction with the speed with which litiga- 
tion proceeds on most important issues in the courts today. 
The satisfaction is not entirely warranted. ; ᾿ 

Litigation has three stages — the pre-trial period, the trial 
itself and post-trial execution proceedings. There is no doubt 
that trial proceedings have been considerably speeded up 
recently, because additional judges have been appointed, some 
of the major courts of the country now have afternoon ses- 
sions, and trial judges are required, since a 1973 amendment 
of the Civil Procedure Rules, to hand down judgment within 
30 days of completion of the hearings. 

The adoption of all these measures has indeed brought 
about some curtailment of the ala alr ide oe period. ΒΕ 
re-trial procedure depends mainly on lerical staff, ant 
cornea clerks and administrative workers are still sadly 


lacking in the country’s judicial system. The result is that: 


there is still a considerable time-lag between the filing and 
the hearing of an action. ἜΝ 

Furthermore, the speedier despatch of trials has now led 
to enormous accumulation of judgments and the near-break- 
down of post-trial execution proceedings. Tens of thousands 
of files are awaiting attention in the execution offices, and the 
backlog increases daily as the understaffed and overworked 
civil service succumbs in desperation to sheer inertia. 

The Ministry of Justice is about to introduce to the Israel 
legal scene the innovation of small claims courts. Such courts 
could be a boon to the average citizen. But before they are 
actually opened, the authorities would do well to make 
certain that the necessary administrative and execution staff 
ig available. If they fail to do so, both the hearing of small 
claims and the execution of summary judgments will become 
completely bogged down in a morass of pre-trial and post- 
trial delays, which will inevitably frustrate the whole purpose 
of the new courts.

THE CONFERENCER of Communist 
parties {n East Berlin — the capital. 
it may be pointed out, of Eastern 
Europe's most rigid police-state — 
ended last week. and the consensus 
of Western observers appears to be 
that it marked a watershed in Com- 
munist history. 

For the first time, it is said, the 
Kremlin in effect withdrew its 
traditional claim of hegemony over 
all Communist parties, and these are 
now free to pursue their struggle for 
their independent goals in their own 
individual manner, ‘Including the 
manner of parliamentary 
democracy. The conference, in other 
words. signalled the victory of 
Enrico Berlinguer and Georges 
Marchais over Leonid Brezhnev, 

This conclusion, however, is based 
on one tacit assumption that bears 
careful scrutiny: that Berlinguer 
and Marchais, the leaders of the 
Ttalian and French Communist par- 
ties, represent a wholly new breed of 
unorthodox Communists, who have 
decisively broken with the old dic- 
tatorial aims and brutal methods of 
their movement, and have been 
wholeheartedly converted to 
Western-style democracy. The 
assumption ought to be examined in 
the light of the actual record of Com- 
munism in the countries where it has 
come to power. 


IN RUSSIA in 1917, the Bolsheviks 
gained control by floating the slogan 
of ‘‘peace and land for the 
peasants.'' This had immense 
appeal for the downtrodden of the 
Russian earth, who had suffered 
more than their share in World War 
I. The very same slogan wag 
employed nearly 30 years later to 
win the support of the peasantry in 
the countries of Eastern Europe oc- 
cupied by the Soviet army. Again, it 
worked. : 

Yet in each case, within only a few

years forcible collectivization set in. 
The peasants lost not only the land 
that had been given to them follow- 
ing the expropriation of the big lan- 
downers, but also the land they had 
had in their own possession earlier. 
And something else, too, was taken 
away from them: their individual 
freedom. To this day. a Soviet 
kotkhoznik is not allowed to leave his 
village without a special official per- 
mit. 


The Polish experience is especial- 
ly instructive in this respect. Ag soon 
as the new pro-Soviet Polish ad- 
ministration established itself in 
Lublin, in July 1944, a solemn 
“Manifesto” was [ssued, assuring all 
citizens that in the new republic they 
would enjoy full personal and 
Political freedoms. Two years later 
the First Secretary of the Polish 
Communist Party, Wladysiaw 
Gomulka, publicly declared that 
there was no prospect of any 
proletarian dictatorship in his coun- 
try. In 1850 Gomulka wag sent to 
prison, along with his immediate en- 
tourage, for crimes against the 
state; by then all mention of the 
‘Manifesto’ had been banned. 


Six years later Gomulka was 
released, all was forgiven, and he 
himself became Poland's near- 
absolute dictator. To this day, the 
contents of the “July Manifesto'’ 
may not be published in Poland, 
although school-children are taught 


that a document thus labelled had 
been given to the people, 

Another example is provided. by 
Czechoslovakia, the only one 
Soviet Russia's Bast Buropean 
satellites with a long tradition of 
parliamentary democracy and 
respect for fundamental human 
rights — end where, morecever, the 
Communist party had operated 
legally before the war. 

Within a few months of the Com- 
munists’ seizure of power in Prague, 
in 1948, Foreign Minister Jan 
Masaryk was hurled out of the win- 
dow and killed instantly; and with 
him died every trace of, 
Czechoslovak democracy. Two 
years later that country, which had 
been freer of anti-Semitism than any 
of its neighbours, staged the first 
blatantly anti-Semitic trial in post- 
war European history. 

The People's Republic of China 
was not represented at the East 
Berlin conference of Communist 
parties, but its own history offers 
food for reflection. It may be recail- 
ed that Mao Tse-tung won over the 
masses of Chinese peasants by 
appealing to their sense of grievance 
against the landlords — certainly it 
was a5 an ‘‘agrarian reformer" that 
Mao gained his reputation, and his 
following, in the West. After his vic- 
tory over Chiang Kai-shek, Mao was 
asked whether he expected China to 
become a dictatorship of the 
proletariat.

Sir, — I was appalled at the treat- 
ment I was accorded when I went to 
the American Embassy in Tel Aviv 
to obtain a visa for my husband to 
allow us to visit the U.S. late this 
summer. 

There are many more people 
applying for a visa than there are 
clerks to handle them. The Embassy 
should set up a system to handle this 
load, for example: 1) set up ropes in 
a serpentine outside the building to 
let people wait in an orderly fashion 
until there is room for them inside, 
or 2) have people make ap- 
pointments beforehand either by 
phone or in person and then come on 
@ specific day when they can be seen. 
Instead, it is left to the Israelis 
who come to apply to make 
arrangements. The result is that one 
man takes down names on a first 


come basis (on the day I was there 
he had 180 names). The guard then 
takes the list, admits the first 20 peo- 
ple and tears up the list, at which 
point chaos ensues. 

Once you are lucky enough to get 
inside, there is no one to direct you to 
the right window, so you may stand 
in line (as I did) for an hour at the 
wrong window. At half-hour inter- 
vals, there is an announcement in 
Hebrew to the effect that if the public 
doesn't shut up, ail the windows will 
be closed. This is a humiliating and 
inefficient procedure. 


When I finally reached the clerk I ‘ 


encountered the second obstacle — 
the unusual! requirements needed to 
get a visa. I had a visa application 
filled out, my busband's 

(Israeli), my passport (American) 
and a marriage certificate (if 
necessary). But what the clerk 
wanted were things which I consider
